Obama Recovery Plan Touted 


Transition team urges quiek passage of spending program 


WAS H I N GTO N I After more than two weeks of 
virtual silence on the economy, President- 
elect Barack Obama’s transition team burst 
on the scene with new ambition and urgen- 
cy Sunday, demanding swift passage by 
Congress of a massive two-year spending 
and tax-cutting recovery program. 

Obama aides called on lawmakers to pass, 
by the Jan. 20 inauguration, legislation that 
meets Obama’s two-year goal of saving or cre- 
ating 2.5 million jobs. Democratic congres- 


sional leaders said they would get to work 
when Congress convenes Jan. 6. 

Though Obama aides declined to discuss 
a total cost, it probably would far exceed the 
$175 billion he proposed during the campaign, 
but would not immediately seek to raise taxes 
on the rich. With the wounded economy wors- 
ening, the Obama team’s new assertiveness was 
a recognition he needed to soothe financial 
markets with signs of leadership. 

Obama planned to introduce his economic 


team on Monday, includ- 
ing Timothy Geithner 
as treasury secretary 
and Lawrence Summers 
as head of the National 
Economic Council. 
Obama also has settled 
on New Mexico Gov. Bill 
Richardson as his com- 
merce secretary. “We don’t have time to waste 
here, “ Obama senior adviser David Axelrod 
said. “We want to hit the ground running on 
January 20th.” jim kuhnhenn (ap)

NEW YORK I President-elect Barack 
Obama has chosen New Mexico 
Gov. Bill Richardson to be com- 
merce secretary, adding a promi- 
nent Hispanic and one-time Demo- 
cratic rival to his Cabinet. 

Obama planned to announce 
Richardson’s nomination after 
Thanksgiving, 
according to a 
Democratic offi- 
cial familiar with 
the discussions. 

Richardson 
had a distin- 
guished career 
in Washington 
before returning to New Mexico, 
where he was elected governor in 
2002. Richardson served as U.N. 
ambassador under President Clin- 
ton and later as energy secretary. 

Richardson ran for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination but 
dropped out in January after a poor 
showing in early contests. He went 
on to endorse Obama at the height 
of the Illinois senator’s primary 
contest with New York Sen. Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, angering many 
Clinton’s supporters who viewed 
the endorsement as a disloyal snub.

WASHINGTON! The government was 
weighing a plan on Sunday to res- 
cue Citigroup Inc., whose stock has 
been hammered on worries about 
its financial health. 

The Treasury Department and 
the Federal Reserve have been in 
discussions over the weekend to 
devise a strategy to stabilize the 
company, according to people famil- 
iar with the talks. They spoke on 
condition of anonymity because the 
discussions were ongoing. 

One option being considered is 
taking some of the risky assets held 
by Citigroup off its balance sheet, a 
move that would give the company 
more breathing room and put it in 
abetter position to raise capital. It 
was unclear, however, exactly how 
that option might be structured, 
the people said. 


The company has seen its shares 
lose 60 percent of their value in the 
past week, reflecting a crisis of con- 
fidence among skittish investors. 
They are worried all the risky debt 


on Citigroup’s balance sheet will 
turn into losses as the economy 
worsens and the markets stay tur- 
bulent — losses that could be nearly 
impossible to reverse. 


Citigroup is such a large, inter- 
connected player in the financial 
system that if it were to collapse, it 
would wreak havoc 
on already fragile 
financial and eco- 
nomic conditions. 
The company has 
operations stretch- 
ing around the 
globe in more than 
100 countries. 

Analysts con- 
sider Citigroup the 
most vulnerable among the major 
U.S. banks — especially after it 
failed to nab Wachovia Corp., which 
was bought instead by Wells Fargo 
& Co. That was a missed opportu- 
nity for Citi to gets its hands on 
much-needed U.S. deposits that 
would bolster its cash position. 

The company has already 
received $25 billion from the 
Treasury Department’s $700 bil- 
lion financial bailout program.

TUKWILA, WASH. | Police sought 
a young gunman Sunday after a 
shooting the day before at a busy 
Seattle-area shopping mall that 
killed one teenager and seriously 
wounded another.

Credit card use falls 
as Americans rethink 
their spending habits 

NEW YORK I Cash or credit? For 
more Americans, who have already 
maxed out their credit cards or are 
just trying to manage their spend- 
ing better, the answer is increasingly 
the old-fashioned one. 

Retailers such as Wal-Mart 
Stores Inc., Target Corp. and J.C. 
Penney Co. are noticing a marked 
shift away from credit cards in favor 
of cash and debit cards. A big factor 
is less credit is available as major 
card issuers cut spending limits 
and raise fees even for customers 
who pay their bills on time. 

The shift ends Americans’ long 
love affair with credit cards and 
is one of the changes in consumer 


behavior that has emerged since 
the financial meltdown that could 
depress consumer spending this 


holiday season and affect shoppers’ 
habits long afterward. 

Particularly during holiday sea-

sons past, shoppers could count on 
a pile of plastic to give them the 
extra financing needed to splurge 
on presents before they had to face 
the bills in January or later. 

But even when the economy 
recovers and credit loosens up, 
analysts say, Americans are likely 
to stick with buying only what they 
can afford, just as their parents or 
grandparents did after the Great 
Depression. 

“I think this is a new way of life,” 


said Robert Smith of Loves Park, 
111. He and his wife have been using 
cash and debit cards to finance their 
spending, including vacations, since 
they paid off their credit card debts 
in July. “I like to be able to know 
that we paid for something. I hate 
monthly payments when you use a 
credit card.” 

For years, consumers tapped 
into inflated home equity and 
used credit cards to finance their 
spending. Now those spigots are 
being shut off 

“Consumers are really strug- 
gling to find sources of cash to make 
purchases,” said Scott Hoyt, senior 
director of consumer economics at 
Moody’s Economy.com. 

James Coyne, a 27-year-old full- 
time college student from Grand 
Forks, N.D., recently bought an 
engagement ring at a small jewelry 
store for $3,000 in cash. 

“I have heard all these horror 
stories,” Coyne said. “I save ... until I

APEC Upbeat Over Financial Crisis 


21 Pacific Rim nations 
say downturn can be 
resolved in 18 months 

LIMA, PERU I Pacific Rim nations 
assured the world Sunday that 
the global financial crisis can be 
quelled in 18 months but provided 
few details of how they expect that 
to happen — or how their govern- 
ments can help. 

The 21 economies, which repre- 
sent more than half of the world’s 
productive power, also pledged dur- 


ing a two -day summit not to erect 
new protectionist barriers for the 
next year, and to jump-start stalled 
World Trade Organization talks. 

The main accomplishment of the 
Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation 
forum was a widening of support for 
the Washington Declaration made 
last weekend by major economies 
that pledged to maintain free trade 
despite pressures to protect domes- 
tic industries. 

The leaders voiced confidence that 
the crisis could be resolved by mid- 
2010, but they did not go far beyond 


the steps outlined by the Group of 20 
summit in Washington. 

“We are convinced that we can 
overcome this crisis in a period of 
18 months,” the leaders said in a 
statement. “We have already taken 
urgent and extraordinary steps to 
stabilize our financial sectors and 
strengthen economic growth.” 

The reassuring words were 
added early Sunday to a declara- 
tion the leaders had signed off on 


the previous day. Delegates from 
several countries said the changes 
were made overnight at the request 
of the summit’s host, Peruvian Pres- 
ident Alan Garcia. 

The 18 -month timeline fits with 
a calculation by the International 
Monetary Fund, which forecast 
developed economies would grow 
barely 0.1 percent in 2009, and that 
the world would emerge from the 
crisis the next year. Joseph coleman (ap) 


Venezuela 
Holds Key 
Elections 

State, local voting 
could lead to extended 
mandate for Chavez 

CARACAS, VENEZUELA I Venezuelans 
voted to choose state governors and 
mayors Sunday in elections that 
could either hand President Hugo 
Chavez his second straight electoral 
setback or give his leftist govern- 
ment a new mandate. 

He faced an emboldened opposi- 
tion aiming to break his dominance 
and win back power in key states 
and cities. 

“We’re prepared to recognize 
any result,” Chavez said after vot- 
ing in Caracas. 

The vote could force Chavez to 
deal with more hostile opponents 
at the local level, or help him lay 
the groundwork to extend his rule 
beyond 2013, when his six-year 
term ends. 

Candidates included Chavez’s 
brother, Adan, who was trying to 
succeed their father as governor of 
Barinas state. 

Pre-election polls showed 
Chavez’s candidates leading in a 
majority of races, rachel jones (ap)

TBILISI, GEORGIA I Shots were Bred 
near the motorcade carrying the 
presidents of Georgia and Poland 
on Sunday — the fifth anniversa- 
ry of Georgia’s Rose Revolution — 
Georgian officials said. No one was 
hurt in the shooting. 

Georgian President Mikhail 
Saakashvili, who led the pro-Westem 
2003 uprising but whose popularity 
has waned in recent months, blamed 
Russian troops in Georgia’s break- 
away region of South Ossetia. 

“Frankly, I didn’t expect the 
Russians to open fire,” he said at a 


news conference with Polish Presi- 
dent Lech Kaczynski. “The reality is 
you are dealing with unpredictable 
people. They weren’t happy to see 
our guest and they weren’t happy 
to see me either.” 


Kaczynski said the shots were 
fired only about 100 feet from the 
motorcade. He said it was not clear 
whether the gunfire was aimed at 
the motorcade or whether shots 
were fired into the air. matt siegel (ap)

Turmoil in Guinea-Bissau 


President survives 
apparent coup attempt 
by mutinous soldiers 

BISSAU, GUINEA-BISSAU I The presi- 
dent of Guinea-Bissau reassured 
the West African nation from his 
bullet-scarred home after mutinous 
soldiers fought their way into the 
residence on Sunday in a three-hour 
gunbattle with his guards. 

In an apparent coup attempt, 
the soldiers attacked President 
Joao Bernardo Vieira’s home with 
heavy artillery fire shortly after 
midnight, killing at least one of his 
guards and injuring several others 
before security forces were able to 
push them back. Interior Minister 
Cipriano Cassama said earlier. The 
attackers did not reach the room

where Vieira was hiding, and nei- 
ther he nor his wife was hurt, Cas- 
sama said. 

“These people attacked my resi- 
dence with a single objective — to 


physically liquidate me,” Vieira told 
the nation in a late afternoon tele- 
vised news conference. “No one has 
the right to massacre the people 
of Guinea-Bissau in order to steal 
power by means 
of the gun.” 

The walls of 
his fortified house 
were scarred with 
bullets, and its 
floors still were 
littered with shell 
casings. 

But calm appeared to have 
returned to the capital, Bissau, and 
Vieira assured citizens that “the 
situation is under control.”

1980, when Vieira first took power

Iraqi Pact Creates Problem for U.S. 


If deal passes, military 
eouldht hold people in 
prison without eharge 

CAMP CROPPER, IRAQ | The ET.S. 
military is rushing to build crimi- 
nal cases against 5,000 detainees it 
deems dangerous — including sus- 
pected members of al-Qaeda in Iraq 
— because the proposed security 
pact with Iraq would end its right to 
hold prisoners without charge. 


The agreement, which is to be 
voted on by Iraqi lawmakers Wednes- 
day, is primarily intended to set a 
timetable calling for American troops 
to leave Iraq by the end of 2011. But it 
also calls for control of security mat- 
ters to shift to Iraqi authorities. 

If passed, the deal would mean 
ET.S. troops could no longer hold 
people without charge as they have 
since 2003. Beginning Jan. 1, all 
detentions would have to be based 
on evidence, and the ET.S. would 


have to prosecute prisoners in Iraqi 
courts or let them go. 

The Americans have evidence 
against only “a few hundred” of 
the most dangerous detainees, 
said Brig. Gen. David Quantock, 
the commander of the ET.S. deten- 
tion system in Iraq. That leaves 
open the possibility that thousands 
could find themselves back on Iraq’s 
streets soon. 

“We have a lot of work to do,”

RICHMOND, VA. | Gov. Timothy Kaine 
said Sunday he would consider mak- 
ing corrections to the report issued 
by the panel that investigated the 
Virginia Tech mass shootings after 
meeting with victims and family 
members over the weekend. 

Kaine said the private meetings 
made him realize how important 
it was to them for the report to be 
factually correct. He said while 
he looked at the report more for 
the recommen- 
dations to avoid 
future trage- 
dies, the families 
viewed it as the 
only historical 
account of what 
happened on 

April 16, 2007. 

“Scrupulous accuracy about the 
facts is very important to them in 
a way that I could appreciate after 
talking to them,” Kaine said after a 
meeting at the Capitol Sunday. 

Kaine appointed an eight-mem- 
ber panel after the shootings that 
left 33 dead. The panel had four 
months to investigate the kill- 
ings before issuing a report that 
criticized the school’s actions and 
offered recommendations for the 
future. Some families conducted 
their own investigations into the 
events and have found conflicting 
accounts of the timeline of events.

A married Chevy Chase couple 
found dead under mysterious cir- 
cumstances in their home were 
identified Sunday by D.C. police as 
Michael and Virginia Spevak. 

Police found them at about 
8:30 p.m. Saturday inside their sin- 
gle-family house in the 5300 block 
of Belt Road, in a part of the District 
where killings are almost unknown. 
Officials Sunday said the case has 
been classified as a homicide. 

Michael Spevak was 68 and Vir- 
ginia Spevak was 67, police said. 
About 5 a.m. Sunday, the victims’ 
2005 Toyota Scion was recovered 
in the 500 block of Ingraham Street 
NW. The vehicle had been set on 
fire, police said. 

Police said there was no sign of 
forced entry into the house, which is 
on a curving block that runs between 


Military Road and Jenifer Street. No 
arrests have been made, and the case 
remains under investigation. 
Police sources said Virginia 


Spevak was found on a couch and 
that her husband was nearby on 
the floor. She had been bound, the 
sources said. It appeared that both 


had suffered severe wounds, accord- 
ing to the sources. 

Spevak, a psychiatrist, and his 
wife had lived in the community, 
just east of the Friendship Heights 
Metro stop, for more than 20 years. 
Friends described them as socially 
and environmentally conscious. 

Michael Spevak worked mostly 
with children and adolescents, bas- 
ing his practice out of his home on 
Belt Road. Virginia Spevak, known to 
friends as “Ginny” was a former fifth- 
and sixth-grade teacher at Green Acres 
School in Montgomery County. 

Friends recalled Virginia as a 
botanist who loved gardening and 
taught science classes. “She would 
teach how to cook with a solar 
oven — tin foil and cardboard,” 
said Liz Hemming, who also had 
taught at Green Acres. “She want- 
ed them to be in tune with nature 
and understand the connection 
to the planet and environment.”

Hip-hop veteran helps 
Microsoft promote its 
Zune music player 

UNCOMMON I A video for the title 
track on hip-hop veteran Com- 
mon’s forthcoming album, “Uni- 
versal Mind Control,” begins with 
a digital music player pulsing to the 
beat. The viewer is pulled through 
the screen into the gadget’s guts, 
where the cool, collected rapper lets 
loose an easy stream of lyrics. 

It takes hitting rewind a few 
times to notice that the music player 
isn’t one of Apple’s slim new iPods. 
It’s a Zune, and it’s made by Micro- 
soft Corp. 

Since it first landed two years 
ago, the Zune has been the butt of 
many jokes, like how its wireless 
music sharing feature would be 
great, if only a second person would 
buy one. But while Apple Inc. has 
counted on the sex appeal of its ever- 
thinner devices to keep consumers 
turned on, the Zune team has been 
beefing up its software and courting 
artists such as Common, a dashing 
MC with mainstream appeal who 
might just help make Zune — dare 
we say it? — cool. 

The relationship between Zune 


and Common began last summer, 
when the rapper performed a set 
at a Microsoft-organized concert 
in Los Angeles. 

Zune sponsored Common’s lat- 
est tour and is kicking in posters, 
T-shirts and other materials to pro- 
mote the new album. 

When he’s pressed to explain, 
it becomes clear that Common is 
hooked less on the device than on the 
way the Zune’s software makes con- 
nections between artists, turning up 
new sounds for him to explore. 

In the Zune program that runs 
on desktop computers — which 
functions as a user’s music library 
and a music store, much like Apple’s 
iTunes — clicking “mixview” brings 
up a collage of musicians or bands 
related somehow to the one the user 
was listening to. 

Clicking any of those new faces 
shuffles the six-degrees-of-separa- 
tion-style interface to show a new 
round of photos of the artist’s influ- 
ences or proteges, similar-sounding 
singers and other related groups. 

“It is digging in the crates the 
way we used to do as musicians 
and DJs,” Common said. “Being 
music lovers, we would go to music 
lovers to try to discover music.”

Assume you have backed up your 
computer religiously on an exter- 
nal hard drive, and your computer 
hard drive dies, or you just want to 
install a bigger one.

In general, you’d reinstall the 
operating system first — espe- 
cially if we’re talking Windows, as 
a clean, freshly loaded copy will 
usually run faster than one that’s 
been barnacled up by years of pro- 
gram installs and uninstalls.

(and, in some cases, you might 
have to call a tech-support line 
to get them reauthorized), and 
then you would copy over your 
data and settings.

Your Aug. 14 review of laptops 
made new Windows laptops look 
like a better deal than the old 
MacBook. The new MacBook 
costs more and doesn’t add much.

The first thing to look at is which 
programs you’ll run — if most of 
them are Windows- only (or lack 
Mac equivalents), then the Dell 
would be a far better choice. I 
think that for most home use, Mac 
OS X beats Windows Vista, but 
you need to look at this in terms 
of your own specific use first. Set- 
ting aside the operating system — 
which I know is a bit of an absur- 
dity — I thought the Inspiron 1318 
was a good laptop when I did that 
review and still think so.

Holly had a spare walk-up apart- 
ment, scores of admirers and a cat 
she refused to name. She also suf- 
fered from what she called “the 
mean reds,” her term for anxiety. 
Her cure for that was to hail a cab 
to the Tiffany’s flagship store on 
Fifth Avenue.

The Fame 
Got to 
His Heart 

Randy Owen peddles 
faith and charity in his 
solo singing career 

GIVING I As front man and lead 
singer of Alabama, Randy Owen 
racked up 42 No. 1 singles and doz- 
ens of other hits. 

But his last hit with that legend- 
ary band came about a decade ago. 
And so far, radio has been lukewarm 
to Owen’s first solo album, “One on 
One,” released this month. 

The disc debuted at No. 14 on 
Billboard’s country chart, and the 
first two singles — the low-tempo 
“Braid My Hair” and “Like I Never 
Broke Her Heart” — have struggled 
to reach the Top 40. 

“His audience is at the upper 
end, and radio seems to be target- 
ing a younger audience,” said John 
Hart, president of Bullseye Market- 
ing Research in Nashville, which 
tests songs for radio appeal. 

“I think the industry looks at him 
fondly,” Hart added. “But it’s all a 
matter of what the programmers 


perceive as hip and cool.” 

The new CD on Broken Bow 
Records is produced by John Rich 
of Big & Rich and includes “Braid 
My Hair,” a song Owen calls “the 
most uplifting, wonderful song I 
ever heard that makes you cry.” It’s 
one of only four cuts on the 11-track 
CD that Owen didn’t have a hand 
in writing. All publishing proceeds 
from the song go to St. Jude Chil- 
dren’s Research Hospital in Mem- 
phis, a leading treatment center 
for children with cancer. Owen 
has been involved with St. Jude for 
about 20 years. 

“It’s a lesson for all of us,” said 
Owen, who has three children, of 
the song. “This little girl just wants 
to get well where she can cut her 
hair and give it to the other little 
girls like her. She wants to get well, 
and she wants to give back.” 

In fact, Owen says giving back 
is one of the main reasons he re- 
entered the music world, so he 
can raise his profile as he tries to 
raise funds for St. Jude. Besides the 
new CD, he also released a book 
about his life, “Born Country: How 
Faith, Family and Music Brought 
Me Home.” 

“It makes my voice so much more 
effective if I have something cur- 
rent and contemporary with today’s 
radio market,” said Owen. “That’s 
really important, and that’s how I 
got started on this journey I’m on 
today.”

Europa’s Lost Treasure 


A PBS documentary 
explores Adolf Hitler’s 
attack on culture 

LOOTING I The phrase “culture 
wars” is thrown around rather casu- 
ally in the no-think zones of cable 
commentary and talk radio. But 
20th-century history shows that 
using art and culture to define and 
demonize one’s “enemies” can have 
deadly consequences. The docu- 
mentary “The Rape of Europa” 
(9 p.m., PBS) offers harrowing evidence 
that World War II was very much a 
“culture war,” and that its impact on 
the world is still being felt. 

The film offers a brief back- 
ground on Hitler’s history as a frus- 
trated painter and his strong feel- 
ings about the difference between

“traditional” art and the modern 
trends that he considered “degen- 
erate.” Once in power, he and his 
underlings created an extensive 
wish list of art objects that he sought 


to plunder from soon-to-be van- 
quished countries. 

The film shows how German 
occupying forces methodically stole 
art from every nation they con- 
quered. They also set out to destroy 
the art of their cultural enemies 
and racial “inferiors,” dynamiting 
castles in Poland, shelling muse- 
ums in Russia and eradicating all 
evidence of Jewish life. 

“Europa” also follows contem- 
porary efforts to retrieve stolen art. 
We see a Utah museum relinquish 
a painting to its rightful owner. But 
one archivist estimates that more 
that 50,000 objects and artifacts 
have vanished, retreated into a 
black market or been sold to unsus- 
pecting buyers. And that figure is

M u S I C I That W. Axl Rose is a mental 
case is undeniable. He agonized over 
the completion of Guns N’ Rose’s 
“Chinese Democracy,” but he also 
had the luxury of going down the 
creative rabbit hole for more than 
a decade while being sucked ever 
deeper by the multitude of brain- 
numbing options modern record- 
ing provides. Meanwhile, the rest 
of us have grown older, worked 
harder and watched our retirement 
accounts go “poof.” 

All this is to say that if “Chinese 
Democracy” came out in the 1970s, 
it would have been considered cul- 
tural class warfare. You know how 
the punks condemned progressive 


rock for its bloated everything, its 
disconnect from everyday tribu- 
lations and its prioritization of 
technique over emotion? That is 


“Chinese Democracy” in a nut- 
house shell. 

Even if it came out before 2008, 
it’s hard to imagine a time when 


“Chinese Democracy” would ever be 
relevant; the album was crafted over 
too long a period to be considered 
an opened time capsule. It’s more 
like a ripple in the space-time con- 
tinuum in which 1980s hair ballads 
(“Street of Dreams,” “Catcher in the 
Rye”), 1990s NIN-inspired nu-metal 
electronica (“Chinese Democracy,” 
“Shackler’s Revenge,” “Better”) and 
’00s kitchen-sink eclecticism (“Riad 
N’ the Beduoins,” “If the World,” 
“There Was a Time”) converged 
into an awful mess. 

So, while it’s difficult to have 
sympathy for Rose’s self-imposed 
torture, there was reason to hope he 
could deliver a record that, even if 
it wasn’t great, would be a fascinat- 
ing album to study, a flawed work 
of art that would require repeated 
spins in order to uncover clues to 
Axl’s misery. 

Unfortunately, “Chinese Democ- 
racy” is unlistenable.

A Florida spa gives 
clients the chance to 
exercise their minds 

Seniors in this retirement hot spot 
diligently packed the local Y, sweat- 
ing to keep their bodies in shape. 
But after their workouts, several 
couldn’t remember where they put 
their car keys. 

Watching this scenario unfold, 
neurotherapist George Rozelle 
thought: Wouldn’t it be great to 
have a health club where people 
could keep their brains fit? And so 
it was born: the Neurobics Club in 
Sarasota, Fla. 

The center uses computer pro- 
grams and other gadgets that stimu- 
late the brain to help those who feel 
they aren’t as sharp as they used 
to be, or, as Rozelle puts it, people 
who are understressing their brains. 
Some doctors are skeptical about 
such programs’ benefit and cost, 
but Rozelle isn’t deterred. 

“The fun part of this field is that 
it’s growing rapidly. There’s a lot 
of interest now in healthy aging,” 
Rozelle says. “The baby boomers 
are getting older, and they’re not 
liking it.” 


people with their cognition can be 
of tremendous interest,” he said. 

Still, experts caution there isn’t 
a lot of proven science behind much 
of this stuff yet. 

The U.S. market for home com- 
puter software aimed at brain 
fitness grew to $225 million in 
revenues in 2007, according to a 
SharpBrains report, up from an 
estimated $100 million in 2005. 
The research and advisory firm 
forecasts the market burgeoning 
to $2 billion by 2015. 

Rozelle’s “spa” uses a variety 
of tools, from high-tech reclining 
chairs that simultaneously stimu- 
late several senses to a dark, quiet 
flotation tank that shuts out any 
stimulation. These mimic the stress- 
relaxation routines familiar to ath- 
letes. Along the wall in one room 
are computer stations with pro- 
grams that call on a host of cogni- 
tive skills, like memory, computa- 
tion, decision-making and critical 
thinking. In another room, a chair 
reclines to a zero-gravity position, 
thought to evenly distribute a per- 
son’s blood pressure and take stress 
off the spine. 

The Neurobics Club is housed 
at Rozelle’s clinical practice, the 
Mind Spa. After an initial consul- 
tation to develop a tailored training 
plan, clients can buy a $50 month- 
ly membership and have unlimit-

Dr. David Loewenstein, a Uni- 
versity of Miami brain disorders 
researcher, said there’s much inter- 
est in any therapies that could help 
keep aging brains quick.

Hindall sits in front of a comput- 
er for 45 minutes, doing exercises 
like trying to remember sequences 
of numbers seven long. She then lies 
down on the neurowave chair for 
half an hour. She dons goggles that 
emit flashes of light and headphones 
that play soothing music, as the 
chair rotates in figure eights, rock- 
ing her into a meditative state. 

“There’s a calmness, and every- 
thing seems to go out of my mind,” 
Hindall says. “I just look at that as 
my quiet time.” 

Medical authorities say con- 
sumers should be aware that many 
brain-fitness activities cannot 
promise specific results. 

“For a lot of these things, there’s 
not a broad-based demonstration 
that they’ll work, there’s a more 
general, ‘Exercise is good,”’ says Dr. 
Carl Eisdorfer, a geriatric psychi- 
atrist who heads the University of 
Miami’s Center on Aging. 

“I think we’re at the point now 
where we have to be cautious 
about how we approach it and not 
oversell the idea,” Eisdorfer said.
